which two men were killed and eight Injured.

Uio Manhattan l>each tralu, duo at Hunter's 
1'ointnt OSS, Tho latter tialn was several 
minutes late, nt<d tho engineer Hhould have 
stopped cast of tho junction uulil the Klubli- 
'ing train passed, 


Tho locomotives came together near the 


switch. The Flushing train consisted of four 
passenger coachca and coiiiblnallnn cars each 
of which was full of passengurs. 
Mono of 


llieJe were Injured. Tho engine and tender, 


_ however, welu badly broken up. Tho englu- 


cwr of the 1'hishiugtrain, Krnest Krobener.ro* 
niamed nt his post, backing down the train, 
and received slight Injuries. 


The Manhattan Beach train consisted of 


soeu ordlimrj cars and'one parlor car, the 
latter next tlie_engiue. At tlie' time of Iho 
collision this train was running thirty-five 
miles per hour. Tho engine was not greatly 
damaged, but tho pallor car was telescoped 
by die- car behind. 


All the cat-, were crowded, many persons 


standing ou tho platforms. Most in the par- 
lor car being warned by the slfiing of escap- 
ing air from the air brakes, escaped from the 
car by tlio doors and windows. The car ap- 
parently uioko .In two about the middle «"d 
the platfonu car behind clashed through about 
tlie tame distance. All chairs in.the back 
part ot the car were-euiaslied and-plle<i on 
lop of each olhct. ~ 


Wedged In between the platform of Ihe 


"sacoud car and tho Uoor of Die parlor car« ere 


on one side Thomas Birmingham and on the 
other Kobert Smith. Uwas found necessary 
lo cut aw»> Uio panelling and woodwork with 
axes to get tho men out. Their legs Were so 
crushed lhat ampu'«Hou was necessary. The 
men died soon after the operation.

Smith, killed, was a ticket seller for Kelly & 
Uliss. at Sheepshead Bay. The Injured iwr- 
sons were all taken out of the wrecked car 
through tho windows by tbo other passengers. 


Engineer Thomas'Glean, of the Manhattan 


Beach train, says that when he passed Bless- 
vlllo ha saw Uio danger signal, and nt once 
put on the air brako and whistled down 
brakes. The air brake refused to work and 
ho again w!ilsUcd_doWn brakes but no atten- 
tion was paid to tho signal. A third whistle 
wai responded to, but too late, as lie was 
upon tlio Klushlng train before hiflspood was 
slackened. 
Ho jumped from his engine 


and received sttrioua<njurles. 


Two of the wounded, Norris and an un-
